THE MAYOR DECIDES FOR 
APPROXIMATELY 3,000 TAXPAYERS 

Mayor A. E. Hick took a sizeable respon- 
sibility on his shoulders Monday night 
when he twice cast a deciding vote on a mo- 
tion which, for the time being at least, robs 
Lindsay‘s taxpayers of any assurance that 
they will be permitted a vote on money by- 
laws, in this instance the proposed deben- 
ture issue to help finance expansion to the 
hospital here. By taking such action May- 
or Hick incurred the displeasure of more 
people than is immediately apparent by 
reason of the fact that he displayed a total 
unwillingness to entrust the fate of maior 
tax-money exvenditures to the people who 
have to paw the taxes. In effect his action 
bespoke: ‘You, the taxpayers of Lindsay 
must not make up your minds on these mat- 
ters... . just leave these thinas to me.” 

The mayor’s deciding vote on two occas- 
ions at this meeting (on an amendment, 
and on a motion, both designed to erase 
from the record a majority vote of Council 
that guaranteed ratepayers a vote on the 
proposed hospital debenture) was a flag- 
rant violation of the rights of the people to 
- say nothing of constituting a major polit- 
ical mistake. It clearly indicated that 
Mayor Hick was absolutely and unalter- 
ably opposed to taking direction from the 
ratepayers of Lindsay. In this matter we 
acknwowledge a conviction that Mr. Hick, 
caugkt as he was in the web of Lindsay 
Pressure groups, chose rather to stand well 
in those quarters than with the majority of 
citizens to whom he owes fair treatment. 

By far the vast majority of people with 
whom we have talked are of the opinion 
that by casting a deciding vote on these 
two issues Mayor Hick exercised his prerog- 
ative incorrectly and without proper re- 
spect to the welfare of the whole town. It 
is generally conceded that a prudent lead- 
er, placed in similar position would take 
the stand that since the government was 
so sharply divided over the issue, it behoov- 
ed him to explain that he didn’t feel he 
should assume the responsibility for de- 
ciding its fate. This would have placed 
the onus correctly on the shoulders of the 
people. 

It is a long time since any major issue 
in Lindsay has evoked cries of ‘7RESIGN!” 
from the tax-paying public but we have 
heard this on more than one occasion fol- 
lowing Monday's Council action. There is 
a growing convicton that the balance of 
power in Lindsay's Council is wielded by 
pressure groups and not by elected repre- 
sentatives. We subscribe to the growing 
demand that those members of Council 
who choose to govern without consulting 
the people on major isues have the courage 
to call an election and place their case be- 
fore the electorate. Or failing this, resign, 
and let more democratically - minded 
people take over the reins of office. 

Regrettably, the Ross Memorial Hos- 
pital Expansion Fund campaign will have 
suffered greatly by this latest maneuver 
in Council. It is a pity that those in charge 
of the campaign supported,» by their in- 
action, the trend of events. They were 
urged to clear the hospital's position by 
urging that the debenture issue be put to a 
vote of the people and thus ending an un- 
pleasant and unnecessary controversy. 
How else can the majority of people inter- 
pret a refusal to do this except as a stand 
in favor of denying the taxpayers any say

in whether or not they shall be taxed for 
hospital purposes? 

There is speculation in some quarters 
that the action of striking a motion from 
the records is open to question as to its cor- 
rectness of procedure. At the meeting it 
was noted by the Town Clerk that such o 
move had been carried out in the past. 
However, it seemed apparent to several 
people in the Council Chambers that such 
was not a course of action which was looked 
upon with much favor. 

In reality what has happened is simply 

that Council was split 50-50 in the final 
analysis as to whether or not the motion to 
provide a vote of the taxpayers on the de- 
benture issue should stand, or be struck 
from the record. The mayor alone could 
break the tie and vote and he chose to vote 
against letting the motion stand. 
_.We ate seriously disturbed about this ap-. 
parent reluctance to trust the people. We 
believe it is entirely wrong and indicates a 
dictatorial attitude which is not approved 
by the majority of Lindsay people. 

The people of Lindsay must be lastingly 
grateful to Councillors Peirce, Lamb, Hut- 
ton and Polito for standing firm in the face 
of pressure play. They shall be known as 
men possessed of courage and determina- 
tion to handle public affairs in an open and 
above-board method. Long may they hold 
office! We observed with shame the un- 
kind manner in which some of these men 
were dealt with on Monday night as they 
tried to present their views. They were 
virtually heckled by one or two other mem- 
bers of Council who should have known bet- 
ter and whose attitude should have been 
one of helpfulness. But we were not alone in 
observance of these things and other 
people besides ourselves recognized bi- 
gotry and injustice, as opposed to honest 
endeavour. We leave the fate of the unjust 
to the electorate whose memory is likened 
‘to that of the elephant and with whom de- 
lay will not lessen their show of disapproval 
for the high-handed manner in which they 
have been treated. 

As a newspaper we hold with free ex- 
“pression of diverse opinions but where 
there is apparent effort to stifle free ex- 
pression, such as is embodied in the refusal 
to permit a vote on major issues, we stand 
determined to overthrow such potentially 
evil practice.

LARGE CROWD TRICKED BY FEINT, 
_ LEAVE BEFORE REAL ISSUE MADE 


Maidens Lines Up With Anti-Vote Forces, 


Found Reverses Stand Taken In Committee 


Mayor Threatens To Clear Council Chambers, 


The ratepayers of Lindsay may still be denied the 
right to vote on a money bylaw to provide upwards of 
$115,000 to expand the Ross Memorial Hospital, 

In committee meeting of Lindsay’s Council on 
March 11th five members of Council carried a vote in 
favor of letting the ratepayers of Lindsay vote on a 
money bylaw to provide $115,000 to help expand the 
hospital. At the regular meeting of Council last night 
one of these five men went over to the other camp and 
the Mayor who has strenuously opposed a vote of the 
people from the beginning, cast the deciding vote to 
have the motion struck from the minutes. . 

Mayor Hick voted twice to break a tie on a motion 
and an amendment which both had the effect of haying 
the vote decree wiped off the record. : 

The box score on the issue now reads: . 

For letting the people vote: Peirce, Lamb, Hutton 
and Polito. 

Against letting the people vote: Mayor Hick, Reeve 
Greaves, Deputy-reeve _Holtom, Councillors Maidens 
and Found. 

When the vote was taken Council was 
divided as follows: For letting the motion stand which 
would permit the ratepayers a vote: Peirce, Lamb, 
Hutton and Polito. Against: Greaves, Holtom, Maidens 
and Found. Hick cast the tie-breaking vote which had 
the motion struck from the records, 

And now for the report of the meeting in detail: 

The “Big 5” didn’t stick together in Council. last 
night. Councillor Found (one of the original five to 
favor a vote, took sides with Maidens, Holtom, Greaves 
and Mayor Hick (who broke the tie), to defeat Coun- 
cillors Lamb, Hutton, Peirce and Polito, 5 to 4. 

This vote carried a motion that a vote by the people 
on the money bylaw for $115,000 for the R.M.H. expan- 
sion be deleted from the minutes of the recent Com- 
mittee meeting. : 

The capacity crowd of citizens had left the meet- 
ing before the real fireworks Started and Mr. Maidens, 
reading the minutes of the last meeting of Finance 
cimmittee made a motion that these minutes be moved 
for adoption with the exception of the item favoring a 
vote of the people on the R.M.H. debenture. This, he 
Stated, should be deleted from the minutes, 

Thus what the crowd came to hear was saved until 
after their departure. A motion was passed prior to 
their going that the Council meet the R.M.H. Board of 
Governors for further discussion and explanation, ete., 
and then make a decision and reply to a letter received 
from the Board asking for the Support as asked of the 
Council in their building program. The vole was 5 to 2 
in favor of this motion. The crowd thought that was 
the final move and the majority of spectators left as 
they came, not knowing where they stood as far as 
voting on the issue at hand was concerned. “It was 
after they had gone that Councillor Maidens threw 
his bomb into the midst of the motions and then things 
waxed hot. 

At the beginning of the meeting when all the spec- 
tators were there, Mr. Allely read letters from the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Rotary Club, and the Ki- 
wanis Club, and the Board of Governors of the R.M.H., 
the text of which urged the approval of a bylaw where- 
by Council would approve the necessary measures to 
back the expansion committee in its building program. 
This would be as previously asked to the tune of $115,- 
000 “without a vote of the people”. 

Councillor Hutton—Regarding these letters 
read, I feel these clubs should have no interference 
with Council and recommend that these letters be 
filed”. 

Mayor Hick — “Which letters?” 

Mr. Hutton — “Those letters just read.” 


The Mayor — “Be more specific in the letters, re- 
ferred lo.” t 
Mr. Hutton, loudly — “I don’t agree with pressure 


and refer to the letters to be filed.” 
A majority section of the crowd claps and claps... 

Mayor Hick, showing evidence of displeasure, 
and with obvious heat, rapped his gavel and cau- 
tioned the crowd that he would not tolerate any 
applause or demonstrations from the audience. 
This is a Council meeting, he warned them, and de- 
clared that if there were any more such incidents

he would call the police and order the Council 
Chamber cleared. The crowd refrained from fur- 
ther outbursts but it was apparent that many 
people were displeased with the manner in which 
the mayor had addressed them. 

Mayor Hick — “Refer to what letters?” 

Mr. Hutton — “t don’t think the C of C should tell 
the Council what to do or any other service clubs 
either.” 

Mayor Hick — “You refer to the service clubs?” 

Mr. Hutton — “I move these letters be filed.” 
Councillor Peiree — —‘I think the four letters 
should be filed.” 

Mr. Hutton, heatedly — “The letters pertaining to 
the R.M.H. It should be clear to you. 

A motion by Hutton and Lamb was made that the 
letters be filed. 

Councillor Found jumped up — “I disagree I move 
we should not cast’ aside these letters.” 

Mr. Hutton — I move an amendment, 

Deputy-reeve Holtom — there are four letters, 
three from organizations and one from the R.M.H. 
Board of Governors. An amendment by Holtom-Maid- 
ens was made that the three letters, two from the ser- 
vice clubs and one from the Chamber of Commerce be 
filed and acknowledged. This carried with a vote 5 to 
3. 

Then the letter from the Board of Governors came 
into review. Mr. Allely read it a second time. (This 
letter is printed in full elsewhere in this paper.) 

Mr. Peirce — “I think the Council and citizens in 
general are quite appreciative of what the R.M.H. 
Board has done. | can't see that with the money they 
have now on hand from donations, pledges, grants, 
etc, where action of the council to grant a vote on 
$115,000 by the people should delay the construction 
a bit. | think, he continued, that polls give af fairly 
satisfactory answer. M would appear the hospital now 
has well over one million dollars. Why all the hubbub? 
I think their pledges on the three year basis will be 
honoured. They have $250,000 cash, let them go ahead 
and build and stop all the controversy. This $1,183,000 
hospital issue here is a fight and is only upsetting the 
whole community. The time to get the approval of 
the people is later on. | can't see how $115,000 has too 
too much bearing on the building programme. If this 
project is to supply the needs for the next 25 years go 
ahead, build it. This 10% or $115,000 of cost won't 
make such a difference.” 

Mayor Hick to Mr. Peirce — “Who are you address- 
ing, the audienc or the council?” 

Mr, Peirce — “I was addressing you and council 
but T got tired of looking at you so now Tam looking in 
an opposite direction, continued Mr. Peirce: “T think 
this $115,000 will have more bearing when the hospital 
is in the completion stage.” 

Mr. Maidens — “The Council has never done any- 
thing as far as the Hospital is concerned. Other city 
hospitals receive help from their councils without hull- 
abuloo, i 

A motion by Maidens—Greaves was made to the 
effect that this council go on record as stating they 
are behind the R.M.H. in its efforts to provide en- 
larged facilities.. Miss Greaves stated that the county 
had endorsed the R.M.H, request in principle but that 
no certain sum of money was mentioned: She also 
stated her confidence in the County assuming its share 
when the Town did so. 

Mr, Hutton — “Ts it true that 90 thousand dollars 
of the taxpayers money is going into the County’s share.

Fenelon Falls (PNS) — Sixty 
years of honourable history and 
achievement lie behind the Women’s 
Institute, because a woman of great 
personal charm and ability who 
knew from experience a vital need 
of women saw a way of meeting it,

In the village hall at Stoney Creek, 
Ont, on February 19th, 1529, Mrs. | 
‘Adelaide Hoodless was instrumental 
in the organization of the first wo- 
men’s Institute, She little realized, | 
at that historic meeting thet in the 
next sixty years the light would be 
carried throughout Ontario, across 
Canada and ultimately to all parts 
of the world. | 

How closely the Women’s Insti- 
tute hag adhered to the original 
ideas of the founder ig shown by a 
study of the Aims and Objects set | 
out in the first Constitution which 
reads: “The objects of the Women’s | 
Institutes shall be to promote the 
knowledge of Household Science, 
which shall lead to the improvement 
in household architecture, with spe- 
cial undrestanding of the economics 
and hygienic value of foods; and to 
care of children, 
with a view to raising the general

They builded better than they 
those pioneers of Stoney 
Creek. The plans they laiq at the 
first meeting were strong enough 
and broad enough to last. By 1916 
branches were established through- 
out Canada, The United States was 
the second country to embrace the 
Women's Institute and Finland the 
first European country. 

Mrs. Alfreq Watt, a Canadian liv- 
ing in England, founded the move- 
ment in Great Britain during the 
First World War, ang the first inter- 
national conference of rural woman 
organizations was held jn London in 
1929 .

AN IMPORTANT MESSAGE CONCERNING THE HOSPITAL 


There is something which concerns us 
greatly in the current discussions about 
hospital expansion and that is the welfare 
of the present institution. We feel impell- 
ed to point out to all of our readers that 
we believe the hospital is giving excellent 
service and that anyone entering it may 
rest assured of attentive care. We also 
would like to impress upon our readers that 
we have assurances from hospital author- 
ities that those who call upon the hospital 
to assist them in time of illness may rest 
secure in the knowledge that they will be 
taken under its care and protection. 

It is vital to the welfare of hospital staff 
and services that they be disassociated 
with the current talks and debates relative 
to hospital expansion. Recognizing the. 
need for increased hospital facilities, we 


fee| the present hospital is performing a 
commendable community service and it 
could no doubt do more with increased 
accomodation and equipment. Our aims 
all along have been for expansion but our 
objections have been directed at procedure 
in achieving this much desired goal. These 
matters should be divorced in the public’s 
mind from the management and operation 
of the present hospital. We ask our read- 
ers to bear this in mind and look confi- 
dently forward to the time when expanded 
hospital facilities will be available, arrived 
at in democratic fashion, to the ultimate 
satisfaction of all concerned. 

We commend to you, confidence in those 
who are managing hospital affairs and 
seeking to epand its services. We may dif- 
fer on procedure but the goal is the same. 


THANKS FOR SERVICE RENDERED UNWITTING AS IT WAS 


Artificial ice has somehow been brought 
into the discussion which started out a few 
days ago to deal with a debenture issue to 
help expand the Ross Memorial Hospital, 
a project which “The Post’’ has endorsed 
in principle from the beginning. In the 
process of resurrecting processes involved 
in saddling the town with unnecessary in- 
debtedness to provide artificial ice, it has 
come to our attention that ‘The Post’ is be- 
ing maligned by forces which seek to de- 
stroy, rather than build, thus actually 
standing in the path of progress while pro- 
claiming loudly that THEY are the progres- 
sive ones. 

While we couldn't at first see what arti- 
ficial ice has to do with hospital debenture 
issues, we thought perhaps some of the 
newer residents of Lindsay (those who are 
not yet familiar with the true records of. 
the town’s development) might like to 
know a few facts about how artificial ice 
came to the Lindsay Kiwanis Arena. As a 
result we went to the files and referred to. 
records which are never ‘’deleted’’ to see 
what “The Post” did during this campaign. 

One of the first things which met our 
eye (and proof that it pays to advertise 
because this ice campaign was approved by 
the ratepayers) was a quarter page letter 
urging the ratepayers to endorse the instal- 
lation of artificial ice. This letter was sign- 
ed by the Recreation Committee. At the top 
of the letter the following words appear: 

“The Post” is publishing the following 
letter free of charge in order that the rate- 
payers may see both sides of th artificial 
ice question before casting their ballots— 
Monday next.” 

The space needed by the free letter 
which was virtually an advertisement: and 
which was designed to influence the rate- 
payers to vote FOR artificial ice, was 48 
column inches. On the opposite page “The 
Post”” devoted 10 inches to giving the news- 
paper’s views on the project. 


THE HISTORY OF THE TOWN 
IS INTERFERED WITH 


A number of Lindsay people are seriously con- 
cerned today with the outcome of a majority vote of 
Town Council on Monday night. There is a feeling 
that the vote which endorsed the striking out of a sec- 
tion of the minutes of a Committee meeting of the 
WHOLE Council constituted an irregularity in parliia- 
mentary procedure. It is held, by those who question 
the maneuver, that the minutes of the Committee Meet- 
ing which was attended by all members of Council, 
should not be interfered with as such. ‘These min- 
utes,” we are told by some informed citizens, consti- 
tute an official and indelible record which cannot be 
erased by any recognized process... - They must re- 
main for all to read.” 

Those who question the procedure which escaped 
strenuous opposition at Monday's regular meeting of 
Council are not convinced that it is possible to erase 
history by a mere vote to have this, or that, struck from 
the record. These people suggest that historical re- 
cords are in grave jeopardy if such procedure is allowed 
to pass unchallenged. 

Is it not apparent that if we permit officially re- 
corded actions of elected representatives to be so easily 
erradicated we thug open the door to infamous prac- 
tices which could bring unwonted dishouour to our 
democtratic form of municipal governmenl? , 

Are there those among our readers who can pro- 
vide us with the information needed to establish bey- 
ond all doubt the correctness, or otherwise, of such 
procedure as js now being questioned? 


THE BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
SHOULD FIRST ANSWER 
THIS QUESTION— 

We have read with more than passing interest a 
letter from the Board of Governors addressed to Town 
Clerk W. R. Allely, signed by Board Chairman A. W. 


A forgotten promise stood out as we 
looked back on the tree letter: The people 
of Lindsay have been promised a Commer- 
cial Ice Industry in connection with the 
artificial ice plant and they have never re- 
ceived it! Could this be the reason why it 
continually operates at a deficit? 

The free letter or advertisement states, 
quote: 

“It is also proposed to manufacture 
sanitary commercial ice for home and store 
refrigerators. This would be manufactured 
during the spring, summer and fall seasons 
and would be sold to the distributors and 
to the public. Again a tremendous source 
of revenue! (The letter had previously 
been citing sources of revenue and assur- 
ing the taxpayer that it was entirely pro- 
bable that revenue would write off part of 
the indebtedness, a pipe-dream which 
didn't materialize for all that it was very 
real in the sincere minds of the committee. 

“The Post’’ in its editorial at that time 
stated: 

“The Post” does not like the town having 
any part in the ownership, operation or re- 
sponsibility in any way whatever in this 
enterprise. This should be a private or club 
enterprise and if the Town Council feels it 
is worthy of a grant, then it should be 
given.” 

It quickly became apparent as we re- 
viewed the matter that in this as in the case 
of the hospital, ‘The Post’ was notin opposi- 
tion to the project but merely out to pro- 
tect the interests of the taxpaying public. 

We are grateful to those who thought 
there was a connection between artificial 
ice and expanded hospital facilities. We 
had overlooked this parallel insofar as it 
applied to principle and honest endeavour 

on the part of this newspaper to give sound 
guidance to the people who would be called 
upon to foot the bills. To those who would 
smear us we say thank you, you have rend- 
ered us a service, unwittingly as it was! 


(Art) Carew and read at Monday night’s meeting of 
Lindsay's Council. 

In this letter, Mr. Carew, on behalf of the 
Board of Governors, requested Council to answer 
two questions. The questions are fair and, in the ordin- 
ary course of events, early answers could rightfully be 
expected, BUT this is an extraordinary situation and 
therefore we cannot think in terms of “the ordinary 
course of events.” / 

The reason why this is an extraordinary situation 
lies in the fact that the Board of Governors has, in 
this current proposition —yel lo indicate confidence 
in the wise and seasoned judgment of the ratepayers. 

To be specific: The ratepayers have been placed 
in the position of being asked to contribute, through

We asked of an industrial execu- 
live friend, who is an experienced 
chairman of many years and well 
versed in procedure, for his com- 
ments on motions, resvlutions, 
withdrawal of motions, rescinding 
motions and (or) resolutions. Here 
are his views: 

When a motion has been moved, 
seconded, discussed, voteq upon and 
carried, it automatically becomes 4 
Resolution. That is to say, some- 
thing upon which the meeting has 
resolved, 

Withdrawal of Motions 

It sometimes occurs, after a mo- 
tion or an amendment has been 
moved, seconded and debated, that 
the mover feels that he can no 
longer support it, or that he prefers 
to withdraw it in favour of some 
other course which has been mov- 
ed. He therefore asks the chairman's 
permission to withdraw his mo- 
tion:—Or some member asks the 
mover to withdraw:—A chairman 
cannot allow this to be done; be- 


the property of the meeting and 
cannot be withdrawn without the 
consent of the meeting, even should 
the “Previous Question” have been 
moved, the motion cannot be with- 
drawn, When all members agree by 
vote the chairman has to then ac- 
cept withdrawal; But if one memb- 
er dissents, the proposition must 
remain. 

This ig correct procedure and the 
reasons for it are, I believe, quite 
obvious. 

Rescinding Motions 
Rescinding. negatives or destroys. 
Al; wise chairmen know that this 

sort of thing leads to chaos. Public 
bodies are resolute in their opposi- 
tion to this danger. The London 
County Council, England, requires 
twelve months to elapse before even 
notice of motion to rescind a reso- 


tice must also be backed by sig- 
natures of 20 members, Many other 
municipal bodies have similar sate- 
guards. The Royal Arsenal Co-op- 
erative Society will not allow notice 
to rescind to be given until six 
months have elapsed. | 

The object of this rule jis of 
course, to prevent members revoking 
resolutions whenever they choose. 
It is No goog passing resolutions one 
week and then rescinding them the 
next. That simply makes a council; 
Society or a committee look foolish, 
and brings business to a standstill, 
relations become strained, and any- 
one involved loses faith, 

There are cases where, owing to 
a change of cireumstances It is eltn- 
impracticable or impossible to carry 
out a resolution passed at a prey- 
jougs meeting. Then, of course, a 
resolution would nullify itself and 
therefore the wise course is to res- 
cind, 

However, history was mado 
when a motion was made a reso- 
lution, and It must stand on the 
minutes ag a correct record for 
that particular meeting. No. 
man, let alone a chairman can 
recall the past; therefore resolu- 
tions cannot be torn out, scrap- 
ed, deleted or any attempt al- 
lowed under any consideration 
whatsoever to make it appear 
that a resolution never happen- 
ed, Ilistory was made and as 
such must stand, The logical 
reasonings for this proceedure 
must be apparent to everyone. 

Ed. Note: 

Our correspondent declares him- 
self to be prepared to answer ques- 
tions on proceedure, The whys’ and 
wherefores! — without correct pro- 
ceedure progress cannot possibly be 
made in any meeting, ang members 
merely go around in circles and fin- 
ally get lost, Thus time ang efforts 
are wasted and chaos enters in,

Old-timer recalls 
railroad history 
at Lindsay level 


“36 regular trains running out of 
Lindsay back in 1912 beside double- 
headers on extra runs and 400 rail- 


families, made Lindsay a booming 
railway Town at that time.” 

So stated Engineer John E. Cle- 
mett on the eve of his releasing 
throttle after serving 45 years as 
railway engineer and fireman. 

At 130 p.m. Saturday Mr. Clemett| 
stepped down from ‘the modern 
yard diesel, to which he has been 
assigned for the last two-and-one- 
half years. 

This big locomotive is one of the 
diesel type stationed here, com-

"THE MOTOR VEHICLE FUEL TAX ACT” 
EFFECTIVE APRIL 1, 1957, | 
IN THE PROVINCE OF ONTARIO 


On April 1, 1957, The Motor Vehicle Fuel Tax Act came into effect in Ontario. The Act 
provides for a tax of 20¢ per gallon on fuel oils, other than gasoline, such as diesel, 
domestic, furnace, light, medium and heavy (except bunker), used to drive a motor 
vehicle OR used in any manner in connection with the construction and maintenance 


of any public thoroughfare. 


Fuel oils commonly known as STOVE OIL, KEROSENE, COAL OIL AND DISTILLATE 
ARE EXEMPT FROM TAX, unless they are placed in the fuel tank of a motor vehicle 
or used in any manner in connection with the construction and maintenance of any 


public thoroughfare. 


CONSUMERS—Please note 


A tax of 20¢ per gallon is payable by: 


: Every person who receives fuel oil in the fuel tank of a motor vehicle. 


Every person who receives fuel oil that is not exempt from tax in a receptacle of less 
than 40 gallons capacity, unless such receptacle is directly connected with a machine 


that is not a motor vehicle. 


Example—The person will not be required to pay the tax on the fuel received in a 
tank which is directly connected to the furnace for heating his home; or, similarly, 
a manufacturer may receive the fuel, less tax, if it is placed in a tank directly con- 


nected to his manufacturing! equipment. 


Every person.who is not a registrant (see Registration Certificates below) and who 
receives fuel oil in a receptacle having a capacity of 40 or more gallons, unless such 
receptacle is directly connected with a machine that is not a motor vehicle. 


SUPPLIERS—Please note 


All suppliers of fuel oil must become registrants (see Registration Certificates below). 


Fuel oil may be purchased ‘“‘less tax’’ by: 


1. Any registrant who receives fuel oil in a receptacle having a capacity of 40 or more 
gallons. Such a receptacle must not be the fuel tank of a motor vehicle. 
2. Any person who receives fuel oil in a receptacle directly connected with a machine 


that is not a motor vehicle. 


Examples—Furnaces, manufacturing units, etc. Such a person is not required to 


become a registrant. 


REGISTRATION CERTIFICATES 


Application forms for Registration Certificates may be obtained le&omi the Comptroller 
of Revenue, Parliament Buildings, Toronto 2. A $1.00 fee must accompany each com- 


pleted application form. 


Every registrant must forward on or before the 25th day of each month to the Comp- 
troller a return containing a complete record of purchases, sales, consumption and 
inventory of fuel oil for the preceding month, together with payment of the amount of 
tax shown therein to be payable. Forms for this purpose may be obtained from the 


Comptroller of Revenue, Parliament Buildings, Toronto 2. 


REFUNDS 


Persons who have paid tax on fuel oil that is not used to drive a motor vehicle or in 
connection with the construction and maintenance of any public thoroughfare may 
apply for refund of such tax. Application forms for this purpose may be obtained from

When you begin to pick colors 
for your flower garden this 
spring, be guided by the farmer 
who paints his barn red. 

That's the advice of a man 
whose business is color and 
whose books on the subject have 
made him one of the world’s 
foremost color authorities, 

Louis Cheskin, whose Chicago 
office supplies American indus- 
try with such essential informa- 
tion as ‘‘what color desk will 
keep secretaries from having 
headaches,"”’ has conducted na- 
tion-wide surveys among farm- 
ers about the color of their 
barns. Cheskin thinks the farm- 
ers have tipped him off to a good 
thing for gardeners. 

“The farmers I talked to 
didn't even know why they paint- 
ed their barns red,’’ Cheskin ex- 
plains. “They tried to be prac- 
tical about it and say red paint 
is cheaper, but when I pointed 
out other colors that were just as 

cheap, they didn’t have an an- 
swer—but, they stuck to red. 

“The answer is quite simple to 
anyone who understands color 
psychology and how people un- 
consciously react to color—those 
farmers live in the country and 
are surrounded with green. They 
are sick of green, so they paint 
their barns the one color that 
will fight the green—which is 
red. 

O-kay, Mr. Cheskin, but what 
does a red barn have to do with 
the colors in a flower garden? 

“Simple,’’ says Cheskin, ‘'peo- 
ple who live in red houses have 
the same problems as the farm- 
ers, but they don’t know it and 
ey aren't doing anything about 

(SP 

The garden colors should be 
considered as part of a painting, 
Cheskin advises, and the color 
of your house is an essential in 
that painting. 
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Pick flowers for colors that will make you happiest, show your 


says. 


“Colors,” says Cheskin, ‘must 
complement—which means the 
flower garden can turn an other- 
wise dull house into a beautiful 
place to live." 

All of this, to the color student, 
means that if you have a red 
house, reverse the farmer's solu- 
tion to nature’s monotonous green 
—and, get all of the green into 
your garden that you can. 


“That's complementing col- 
ors,’ says Cheskin, ‘“‘and, it 
doesn't stop with red houses, 
either—in fact, take white houses, 
they're a problem.'’ 


For white houses, which Ches- 
kin thinks can snow blind their 
owners unless flowers are used 
to moderate the ‘‘glaring white,”” 
the color expert's advice is 
“plant seeds which will produce 
blues, reds and yellows." 

“Then,” says Cheskin, ‘‘the 
complementing colors of the 
flowers will blend with the white 


pression of color shadings. The 
house will team with the garden 
so that the white paint will seem 
to have tinges of blue, red and 
yellow.” 

By using the colors of flowers 
to emphasize or minimize the 
dominant colors of houses and 
other surrounding buildings, the 
gardener is using ‘‘garden vari- 
ety psychology,'’ according to 
Cheskin. 

“Colors all fit into a pattern to 
create an optical effect,’ Ches- 
kin explains, ‘‘our eyes transmit 
this optical reception to us in 
such a way that these color com- 
binations can make us happy, 
sad or just indifferent. 


“In picking colors for the gar- 
den, try to wind up with a com- 
bination that will make you hap- 
py. After all, you have to live 


with it." 


Grow Your Own Vitamins 
Following This Easy Plan 


A straight line makes the short- 
est path to success in laying out 
a vegetable garden, 

Because your rows of seedlings 
should run north and south to get 
the sunlight'’s even distribution, 
the ideal garden shape {ts oblong, 
with the short side also running 
north and south. 

With shart rows, the gardener 
isn’t tempted to sow more of any 
one vegetable than his family and 
friends can use. Short rows are 
easy to cultivate by hand and also 
save time in dividing the plot 
among different crops. 

Square up the corners of the 
boundary line and make the rows 
exactly parallel with the sides, 
An exception to the rule for 
straight rows may be made in 

, hilly country, where the wash of 
soil may be checked by contour 
planting. Here rows should run at 
right angles to the slope, but they 
should still be parallel, though on 
rounded slopes they will be 
curved, 

Winding and uneven rows will 
double the gardener's work in 
cultivating the plants and also 
make the plot look sloppy. 

Two factors should influence 
the spacing of the rows — the 
needs of the crop and the con- 
venience of cultivation. In rich

er soil, When placed too close, 
however, it is difficult to cultl- 
vate between the rows. 

For plants growing twelve 
inches tall or less, rows may be 
spaced ten Inches to a foot apart 
and cultivated with hand tools, 
For cultivation with a wheel hoe, 
eighteen inches {s likely to be 
found a minimum distance, since 
it is necessary to avoid disturb- 
ing the roots of the vegetables, 
whatever tool is used, 

Taller vegetables, and those 
that make vines, large bushes or 
have a sprawling habit, must be 
given more distance’ between 
rows. In small gardens, four feet 
will usually be the maximum dis- 
tance, given only for such crops 
as bush squash and cucumbers, 

First, decide on the crops you 
Will grow, which should be those 
that your family favors, or needs 
for good health. Next, determine 
the quantity of your needs—in- 
cluding what you will eat during 
the season and what you will pre- 
serve for next winter. In this 
way you won't overproduce—and, 
everyone in the family will get 
a fair share of his favorite vege- 
table while it is still crisp and 
delicious, nee from the soll.

6. ‘That has good ey 


eblmht, to are 


Thinning Crowded Plants 
Needed For Healthy Crop 


Thinning vegetables oan be harvent of deliolous, tender delicacies. 


Winding up with too much of a 
good thing Js one of the beginning 
gardenor's greatest hazards 


avoid the nood for thinning by 
sowing just (he right amount of 
seod, Even with high-germinating 
soeds, it \s ndvisable to sow more 
than you will have room to ma- 
ture, Accidents ave a constant 
possibility in a garden and If 
some of the plants are destroyed 
tho spaces they lonve in the rows 
ave diMeult to fll, 


Seeds that gorminate slowly— 
such as carrots, parsley and 
paranips—ahould bo sown fairly 
thickly becauvoe their seedlings 
are feeble and tho force of many 
acting together sorves to break 
the soll and helps the sprouts 
reach the surface, 


By the time the seeds which he 
has carefully planted and loving- 
ly nurtured pop out into the world 
ax soodiings, the tyro gardener 
regards every Jast one almost ag 
hin own child, He may have 
heard or read that crowded rows 
of plants must be thinned out, but 
he just can't bring himsolf to de- 
atroy any of those precious seed- 
lings. 

So, what happens? The seed- 
Inga destroy each other, 

No plant will mature normally 
In a crowded row. Evon leaf let> 
tuce, which many gardeners do 
not bother thinning, will not de- 
volop its true cridpness and flavor 
when the planis are too close 
together, 

The prime purpose of thinning 
js to Insure growing room for 
ench plant, so that its roola will 
not become ontongled with those 
of the nolghboring plants, ‘This 
should not be neglected once the 
plonts have grown large enough 
to handle, After a row has been 
thinned, the plants should be at 
Teast an inch opart. 


In thinning—or, eall St “har. + 
vosling’’, if that word makes the 
process sound leas destructive to 
you--half grown plants, pull up 
every other one, trying to leave 
the mont promising ones to ma- 
ture more fully, This procoss can 
be ropeated until each plant has

Your Old Furniture

Screw holds loose members in 
position, if no other cure works.

I could mention at least 20 
more QGanadian publications, There 
are also some excellent books pub- | 
lished in England which are quite 
inexpensive; and I make bold to} 
state that on these our Canadian 
Procedure has its foundation.

“Chairman’s Handbook”, Sir Court- | 
enay Ilbert’s “Manual of Proced- 
ure of the House of Commons’.

Now, you want to know how I, 
as Chairman would handle a public | 
meeting seriously concerneg with 
the subject matter in our Grand) 
Town. Taking such books as my | 
reference and guide coupled with | 
personal experience, in _several | 
countries and the province of Que- | 
bec, I would tackle the job, with 
confidence in the people and as} 
their chairman, bow with gracious- 
ness to their decision. The keynote 
of democracy is “Government by 
Discussion.” The three main im- 
portant techniques developed for 
Legislatures and Local Councils | 
alike are: Leadership, Rules of | 
Procedure, and Committees. 

In fact, Donald ©. Rowat, (Can- 
ada), in his book “Your Loca) Goy- 
ernment”, has this to say, quote: 
“The second technique for getting 
things done is a very old one. Rules 
of procedure are based on customs 
built up through the centuries of 
in the British Parlin- 
ment:”——what better authority do 
you want than that? 

One authority states in Town 
that our Council's actions are lega! 
in doing certain things with respect 
to By-law 1162, year 1921. Any cit- 
izen can question the legality of a 
by-law, Whether by-law 1612 is legal 
or not would have to be decided by 
a much higher authority than our 
Council; but in the final analysis 
the taxpayers, Le. the people can 
force the issue, 

Now the authority in Town has 
made it quite clear in Council that 
it is legal, yet only states a rule of 
thumb book thus far, to back up 
the statement. Let him look up 
that rule book again, as a matter 
of interest and tell us, what rule 
can possibly make the whole council 
a committee? Is It} not logic to 
suppose that when the whole Coun- 
ecil meet as a body, they must act 
as the Council. Tf this should not 
be so, then to whom must they re- 
port when they make resolutions? 
Can they report to themselves when 
they are the ruling body? What. 
would be the purpose then of hav- 
ing a meeting of the whole body if 
next time they meet they can re- 
voke, delete, and throw out thelr 
own so termed Resolutions® J ask 
you what kind of procedure is this? 
On this I reat my case and give 
my ruling that if one meeting was | 
oul of order and cowd be revoked, 
then both in like manner; are out 
of order. If as your (imagined) 
ehalrman, you should challenge my 
ruling I will now vacnte the chair 
(correct procedure) and ask Town 
Clerk or any other man to put it to 
a vote. Please remember that I will 
respect youy wishes and resume the | 
chalr when you decide what you 
want. me to do about this serious

HISTORY OF WOODVILLE 


REVEALS HOW VILLAGE 
CHARACTER WAS SHAPED 


Historical Research reveals the 
names of men ang women vho have 
made the Woodville Community| 
widely known. 

This article was prepared by Mrs. 
Stanley Murray and read at the 
Woodville Women’s Institute Meet- 
ing. 

Note:—The names are from the 
area served by the Village church- 
es, with the exception of the teach- 
ers’ st which is ftom the Woodville 
Public School Section.

In the year 1821 the Government 
of Upper Canada first offered land 
for sale in what Victoria 
County.

tion. Mariposa was one of che first | 
townships These settlers 
were second generation pioneers | 
from Whitechurch and Markham 
townships.

..In Toronto during a lecture on 
Indian Affairs a gentleman calling 
himself “Grey Owl’ was surprised 
and pleased in reply to one of his 
questions to receive an answer in 
the Cree language.

LONG-TERM TREATMENT 
OF ASTHMA 


There are two general types of 
asthma: (1) Asthma occurring in 
the person forty or under which is 
usually due to allergy or sensitivity 
to various substances, and (2) as- 
thma occurring in later life which is 
frequently caused by some form of 
infection such as a common cold or 
bronchitis or infection in the sin- 
uses, tonsils or adenoids. In many 
patients both elements evidently 
play a significant part. Treatment 
of the acute severe attack is com- 
monly an injection of a 1:1,000 so- 
jution of epinephrine. 

However, aside from the ‘reat- 
ment of the acute attack, satisfact- 
ory management of the asthmatic 
patient requires a long-term pro- 


tailed to bring out any clues sug- 
gesting the role of allergens (sub- 
stances to which the patient may 
be allergic or sensitive). The season 
of the year, time of day, reiation- 
ship to foods, place and circum- 
stance of attacks may suggest par- 
ticular pollens, household dusls, an- 


|imals, bedding, or foods as causa- 


tive agents, 
Sensitivity may be demonstraced 


| by skin tests and the results com- 
| pared with the patient's history. 


Generally speaking, asthma begin-

Asthma beginning between 
the ages of 10 and 30’%g usually due 
to something inHaled rather than 
| eaten. Attacks occurring only in 
the summer are commonly due to 
| pollens or molds; those occurring 
) only in winter are usually due to in- 
{ fections. When any particular sub- 


Mm stance is proved to be the guilty 


| one, removal! fo contact is the most 
successful form of treatment. If 
this cannot be achieved, desetisitiza- 
tion is likely to become a prolonged 
affair. 

In infectious asthma, elimination 
| of infection in the upper respirat- 
| ory passages is important. Certain 
antibiotics such as Sigmamycin and 
| Terramycin are of great value. Lo- 
| ca] drainage in sinusitis is often 
effective but occasionally extensive 
| surgery may be necessary. 

The patient with persistent as- 
thma is helped by ephedrine sul- 
| fate by mouth in a dose of 25 to 
50 mg., 3 or 4 times daily. ‘This is 
| often combined with 120 mg. of 
aminophylline and 15 mg. pheno- 
barbital. Drugs such as potassium 
iodide and ammonium chloride are 
helpful in liquefying thick, tenac- 
fous sputum. As emotional factors 
are often important in bringing on 
individual attacks, attention must 
| be given to helping such states as 
much as possible. 

In what is called “status asthma- 
ticus’ in which there is extreme 
shortness of breath, a bluish tinge 
about the skin and mouth, and ex- 
haustion, lasting from a few days 
to a week or longer ang which is 
sometimes fatal, the cortiocoster- 
olds such as cortisone, hydrocortis- 
| one, and prednisone may be life- 
saving.

Empty Sanatoria Beds No Yardstick, 
TB Authority Tells County Society 


Dr. Bolling secretary of the Med- 
ical Advisory Section of the Ont. 
T.B. Association had some 
esting things to say when he ad- 
dressed the Victoria County Tuber- 
culosis Association, 


store 


He declared that “there was still 
a lack of knowledge as to how the 
TB organism functions and that 
TB was stil] the No. 1 infectious 
disease problem, Last year 219 peo- 
Ple died from it in Ontario, He 
spoke about the number of empty 
beds in TB hospitals that are being 
repeatedly spoken about -but that 
the number of empty beds was no 
yardstick to go by and that not all 
Sanatoria hag empty beds. He said, 
the new drugs which do not kill 
the germs but prevent their growth, 
lessen the time a patient has to 
spend in hospital by about 90 days. 
The TB picture ig changing as more 
people who have the disease are liy- 
ing much longer now due to the use 
of drugs. There are, however, still 


€s many new cases being found each | 


year. He sald one third of our pop- 
ulation harbour the TB baceili but. 
that does not, mean they have TB. 
TB can occur in these people It 
their standard of living changes and 
they become run down. That is why, 
he said, that We should strive to 
fing the unsuspected cases of TB. 

Dr, Holling said TB clinics are 
becoming more important as tima 
80€s on. As more patients are being 
discharged from Sanatoria and giv- 
en a number of pills which they 
have to take each day, then these 
patients are going to require sup- 
ervision of their drug therapy, Ways 
to find new cases are by having 
people who are admitted to hospital, 
-rayed when they are admitted, by 
having pre-employment X-rays and 
by having food handlers X-rayed 
periocically, Most of the fooq hand- 
lergs dTe young people and the TB 
incidence is highest in young peo- 
ple. Young people too, move ar- 
ound the country quite a lot, People 


who are in receipt of public assist- 
ance should also be X-rayed, de- 
clared Dr. Holling, as their circum- 
stances were perhaps not the best. 
Foster parents, too, were another 
group and residents of the Homes! 
for the Aged. Inmates of prisons 
Was another group he mentioned, In 
1956 prisoners of the Don Jail were 
X-rayed and six active cases out} 
of every 1,000 prisoners X-rayed} 
were found, 

Dr, Holling then spoke about the 
patch testing method of finding-TB. 
He said it needs a great deal of 
thought but If {t is properly handled 
tt is one of the most scientific means 
of finding new cases. 

“When we have a vaccine, such 
as the vaccine against smallpox, or 
@ toxoid, such as the one we use 
against diptheria, then we can say 
that we have tuberculosis control- 
led,” he declared.

Lindsay Will Gain Most 
Should Lead In Financing 
Expansion To RMH--Walker

The law of supply and demand | 
has gone into action at Lindsay. 

There are apparently too few 
teachers in the high school category 
to go around and as a result they 
are able to command higher pay 
than the Victoria County High 
School Area Board was offering to 
pay for replacement staff. 

According to Mr. Jasper Forman, 
a veteran member of the board, | 
there had been advertisements plac- 
ed by this area offering a minimum 
Starting salary of $3,400 for replace- | 
ment teachers. However, it soon 
became apparent to the board that 
they were not getting any response | 
and so they investigated. They | 
found that other school area boards | 
were offering up to $400 more per | 
year starting rate for the same type 
of teachers as they were seeking. 

This week, at a special meeting | 
of that section of the board charged | 
with engaging teachers, it was de- | 
cided to increase the minimum | 
starting salary by $400 to $3,800 per | 
year. In doing this, Mr. Forman 
points out, it was necessary for the | 
beard to make equivalents all down 
the line among existing staff. 

Mr. Forman speaking of infla- 
tionary trends, told of an interest- 
ing donversation he had had with | 
a man who had 29 years service | 
behind him with his company. | 

This man, an executive officer, | 
told Mr. Forman he possessed | 
his senior matriculation and by | 
taking a year in normal school, he 
could qualify for a teaching position 
which. if the present trend con_ 
tinues, would leave him far better 
off from a security stand-point at 
retirement age, than he can ever 
hope to realize by following his pre- 
sent line of endeavour, 

“Our budget is completely wreck- 
ed every time a development of this 
nature occurs.” Mr. Forman de- 
clared.

“The Board of Governors decided 
after very careful consideration due 
to overcrowding and lack of services 
that expansion was necessary.

annual flower seeds can be sown 
directly in the garden. This is 
fortunate, because many flowers 
are hard to transplant from seed 
boxes. 

Some of the difficult transplant- 
ers are California poppy, gode- 
tia, kochia, leptosyne, linaria, 
lupin, matthiola, nasturtium, 
dwarf phlox, poppies, portulaca 
and salpiglossis. 

In sowing flower seeds, first 
prepare a smooth seed bed, 
loosening the soil to a depth of 
six inches. Work into it four 
pounds of plant food for each 100 
square feet. Then, outline each 
area you are reserving for a par- 
ticular flower. If you wish, you 
can mix the seed with sand to 
help scatter it over the space as 
evenly as possible. “Sift a light 
covering of porous soil over the 
seed and firm it lightly. 

Until the seeds sprout, the soil 
must be kept moist. This means 
daily sprinkling with a fine spray. 
taking care not to wash the seed 
out of the soil by directing too 
heavy a stream of water on them. 

If you began your gardening 
during the winter or early spring 
by planting in a seed box, you

“Some used textbooks issued to 
high school students are unsanitary 
and parents have objected.”

These two statements are attrib-| 
uted in a morning paper report to) 
William Powell, principal of the 
South Carleton District High School 
and were made at the 97th Ontario 
Education Association meeting in 
Toronto, 

Well, we are glad that this has 
been brought Lo the attention of the 
association and we hope it will go! 
further .... to the people who set 


Policy in these matters. It is a re- 
grettable fact that the same prob- | 
lem exists at Lindsay and we have| 
seen some textbooks that we, in our 
school days, would have been ash-| 
amed to have in our possession. But | 
we have also observed something 
else, something which, if it is nur- 
tured could become a far more ser- 
ious problem than a ragged text- 
book. And that is an apparent tend- 
ency on the part of school child- 
ren to view their textbooks with in- 
difference, It matters little to 
them (at least they try to give that 
impression) whether or not their 
textbooks are shabby just as long 
ag they can find what htey’re look- 
ing for and get on with the Job. 
Now, everyone realizes that peo- 
ple can be so Pre-ocecupied with 
fussiness that they can get little 
else done but by the same token it 
must be recognized that total in- 
difference is equally ag devastating 
in its effect. In the case of text- 
books we feel that there is a real 
need for children to be made to feet 
@ sense of pleasure and satisfaction 


| in keeping these passports to know- 


ledge In good condition. We do not 
feel this end can be achieved ag long | 
as their is no sense of ownership | 
which automatically imposes a} 
sense of responsibility, 

It will be suggested that were it 
nol for free textbooks, children, in 
many instances, would be deprived 
of the means of education. We 
know of children of very humble | 


| families who were able to procure, 


the requisiles to satisfactory educa- 
tion in the days when there was| 
less determination to pamper and,| 
perchance, destroy initiative, 

This thought wag very nicely put 
by Mr. Powell when he observed: 

“Yf you give a child a book and 
he knows it does not belong to him, 
he is inclined to lenve it lying a- 


round on buses and in cloakrooms. 
If the book is his own he will usu- | 
ally lock it up.” 

It is a good thing that this has 
been brought out into the open and 
it would be desirable Lo see some 
change In the textbook field which 
would largely eliminate the present 
untidy situation.

Tt's nearly time to think about 
going fishing again in this neck of 
the woods and the Dept. of Lands 
and Forests at Lindsay has provided 
the following data on seasonal act- 
ivities: 

“Section 61 of the Ontario Pish- 
ories Regulations governg fishing in 
all inland waters of the Counties of 
Durham, Northumberland, Peter- 
borough and Victoria; Upper and 
Lower Dalrymple Lakes, Lake Scu- 
Hor ang the waters of the Trent 
River, 

“with one exception Section 61 
closes all fishing on October 15th 
{each year in all of the above men- 
tioned waters. Thore jy no winter 
fishing and it is unlawful to fish 
for any species until the opening of 
speckled trout season the following 
spring, Speckled trout, brown and 
rainbow, may thon be fished only 
in waters not inhabited by black 
boas or maskinonge, 


"The one exception referred to 
js that it is permissible to fish for 
rainbow trout from October 16th to 
November 30th each yoar in those 
portions of the Counties of Durham 
and Northumberland gouth of No, 2 
Tighway.

Probably nothing brings the 
heauty of the outdoors inside
